PLANNING THE HOME FRUIT GARDEN | 


By L. C. CORBETT, Horticulturist, Bureau of Plant Industry,

+ HE possibilities In fruit culture 
upon restricted sreas have 
been very generally overiook- 
ed, with the result that many 

persous who own a city lot, a suburban 

home or even a farm now look upon 
fruit as a luxury. ‘This can all be 
changed, but It must be remembered 
that a fruit plantation must claim the 
Sttention of its owner from early 
spring to late autumn. Its products, 
too, must be so planned as to cover 
the greatest possible portion of the 
seasons between frosts. - 
The soil at the disposal of the grower 
will frequently be i! suited to the 
purposes of a bome fruit garden, but 
ff the soil ts heavy it can be lightened 
with suud if it is not desirable to in- 
crease the proportion of humus which 
ft contuins. If it is lacking in organic 
matter the addition of leaf mold and 
well rotted manure or the turning un- 
der of some leguminous crop will ae 
complish the desired result. If the 
soll is loose and sandy, losing its store 
of plant foud readily, this fanit can be 
remedied by the addition of retentive 
material, such as clay. If, on the oth- 
er band, the class of plants to be gen- 
ally grown Is suited to a loose, 
sandy soil and {it seems desirable to 
add to the collection a plant, such as 

plum. which naturally requires a 

beavy, retentive soil, !t would un- 

doubtedly be better to change the

nditions than to attempt to modify 
the soil to suit the plant. Changes in 
plants are not always easily accom- 
plished. and with many plants there 
is no alternative but to use them on 
their own roots. In this latter case 
the soil itself must be made to con- 
form to the demands of the plants. 

The soil, in addition to being heavy 

and retentive, may also be cold and 

wet. In such caso the addition of 
sand will not entirely overcome the 
dificuity. Sand will lighten and fa- 
cilitate natural drainage, but if the 
gol] be nnduly moist the only remedy 
Mes in thorough underdrainage. 
Work at Planting Time. 

At plapting time all broken or de- 
eayed roots should be cut away, leav- 
{ng only smootb cut surfaces and 
healthy wood to come in contact with 
the soll. If a large part of the root 
area of the plant bas been lost in trans 
Planting the top should be cut back 
fn proportion to the roots remalning. 

The holes !n which trees, vines or 
shrubs are to be set should be ample, 
to that the roots of the plant may 

ave full natural spread. The earth 

® the bottom of the holes should be 
, loosened a spade depth below the line 
of excavation, ‘The soll placed im- 
mediately in contact with the roots of 
the newly set plant should be rich top 
soil free from soil or partially decayed 
organic matter. Firm the soi! over the 
roots by trampling. Movement of soll 
water is thus set up and the food supply 
of the soll brought immediately to the 
use of the plant. When the operation 
of transplanting 1s complete the plant 
should stand one_or two inches deeper 
than it stood In the nursery. 

The matter of pruning should receive 
careful and detailed attention. For ex- 
ample, In the case of the apple and the 
Pear tbe fruits are borne upon “spurs” 
of the previous years growth only, 
these spurs appearing on wood one 
year or more of age. Heading tn or 
shortening each shoot of the season's 

wth must be done with care in or- 

not to reduce the bearing wood be- 
yond a profitable mit. The bearing 
shoots are usually more obscurely lo 
ated upon the side of the branches. 

With the peach, however, it ts the 
‘wood of the last season's growth upon 
Agyrbich the fruits are directly borne, and

. 


The grape bears its frult on shoots 
of the season, which in turn usually 
erlse from canes of the previous year. 

The interest of a fruit garden may 
be greatly enhanced by growing there- 
in plants not adapted naturally to the 
climatic region in which the garden 
fs located. This may be accomplished 
by learning and practicing the proper 
methods of protection. 

Besides these protective devices, 
sheltered places, where growth is re- 
tarded in spring, may be taken advan- 
tage of In order to hold back early 
blooming plants. 

The fact that trees can be grown as 
dwarfs as well as standards will en- 
able one to utilize a space which bad 
previously been considered unsuited 
for the development of a tree. It is 
well known that in proportion to size 
dwarf trees are more fruitful than 
standards and that they come into bear- 
ing sooner. 

Dwarfing {s accomplished by bud- 
ding or grafting robust growers on 
slow growing stocks, and most tree 
fruits lend themselyes to this treat- 
ment. Standards may be grown as 


“bushes” or as “pyramids,” thus mak- - 


ing {t possible to grow them much 
closer together. 
used in combination bave shown the 
possibilities of restricting plants to the 
“espalier,” “cordon” and other styles 
of training against walls. 

Advantages of Grafting. 

Besides the advantage of dwarfing, 
grafting may be turned to good ac- 
count to enable the owner of few trees 
to increase his sorts beyond the limits 
of the trees he possesses. By grafting, 
the list of varieties can be increased 
at will, There are apple trees known 
which bear as many os 150 varieties. 

Plants of various habits of growth 
may be combined to tae advantage of 
the grower and with little or no dis- 
advantage to the plants. To illustrate 
this, currants may be combined with 
grapes, apples with currants or rasp 
berries and grapes with strawberries. 

Certain well known systems of prun 
ing and training allow additional lib 
erties to the skillful planter—as, for in- 
stance, the grapevine, which readily 
lends itself to arbor training, may be 
utilized for screening tender or shade 
loving plants. Strawberries adapt 
themselves readily to such situations 
if the shade is not allowed to become 
too dense. Among flowering plants 
none will thrive better under such 
conditions than pansies and violets, 
aud among garden vegetables lettuce 
and radishes may be successfully 
grown under such a canopy, as they 
will be out of the way before a dense 
shade Is formed by the grapes. 
paragus can be successfully grown un- 
der a shade of this character.

There 
is a population of some 1,500, mostly 
Eskimos, jiving on. the coast and en- 
giged in the salinon fishing industry.

A Good Trick 

Put a tumbler in the center of the 
table. Take a small piece of paper 
measuring, say, about an inch or an 
inch and a half each way.
